CAPITAL NOTES. 



Government Not Yet Ready to Pass 
Over Huddart's Atlantic Mall 
Service Proposals. 

Victoria Pilotage Commission and 
Harbor Improvements— Fraser Riv- 
er Salmon Ejjjrs for Columbia 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Nov. 15.— The government wore 
waited upon to-day by a prominent steam- 
ship man roproBontiug a ayndieato of London 
pitalists who aro anxious to submit a 
tondor for a fast Atlantio sorvioo. Ho 
atatod that tho gentlemen whom he repre- 
sented woro willing to undertake the eorvieo 
and woro prepared to entor upon the eon- 
traot forthwith. Tho Troniior informed him 
that tho govornmont would bo glad to ro- 
ve any representations or communications 
whioh tho Byndioato might deBiro to sub- 
mil ; but bo long as Mr. Huddart had any 
proapect of success, no tenders could be 
formally accepted from any other syndioato. 

The Quebec provincial police who wont to 
tho township of Lowo to oolloot taxes owing 
for fifteen years wholly failed in their 
efforts, having boon resisted at every turn. 
Last night thoir wagons were dismantled, 
and owing to this and the frightful stato of 
tho roads, tho police cannot got into the 
settlement. Owing to tho threatening atti- 
tude of tho residents of Irish doscant, and 
whoie" Irian" is up, a formal demand 
elgnod by four J.P.'s was made to-night that 
a dotaohmont of the 43rd battalion bo sent 
In aid of tbo civil power. Hon. Mr. 
DIokoy, Genoral Gascoigno and offioers had a 
conferenoo to-night and decided to take no 
aotion till to morrow. The affair is oreating 
Intenao interest In this district. If the 
militia aro sent up, it is fearod bloodshed, 
will result. 

Owing to Col. Irwin's promotion tho du- 
ties of Inspector of Artillery for Military 
Dlstrlot No. 10, Manitoba, and No. 11, 
British Columbia, will be performed by the 
Deputy Adjutant Generals of thoso districts. 
Instructions concerning the artillery in their 
commands will bo communicated to them 
through tho Assistant Adjutant General for 
artillery at headquarters. 

Matthew Trotter Johnson has been ap- 
pointed a member of the Pilotago authority 
for tho district of Viotoria. 

Tho authorities of tho State of Washing- 
ton have asked for a supply of salmon eggs 
from tho Fraser ri/er hatcheries. Theyprom- 
iso to reoiprocato some othor year. 

The government of British Columbia 
havo sent representations to tho gov- 
orrmenl of tho Dominion for tho extension 
of the wharf at Victoria to deep wator to 
enable Btcamors moro readily to obtain 
aoceBS to it. They also urge a hydro- 
graphic survey of Victoria harbor.

The " Witness " JOpposes the Nomination of 
EcShiine-Ontario Successful in Dis- 
puted Accounts Cases. 

Montreal, Nov. 15.— (Speoial) — The 
Witness violently opposes Mr, Laurier's 
Domination of Hon. James MoShane for 
Montreal Centre. That paper says If the 
Liberal party brings out MoShane they de- 
sorvo to be beaten.

DDIiRANTS CASE. 

New Versoln of the Murders— Why Miss Tur- 
ner wiie Not Called to Testify. 

San FRANCISCO, Nov, 14. — Mayor Sutro 
haB received a wandoriog lottor from Cincin- 
nati signed by Alex. Rubs Korehaw, M.D., 
in which tho writor states that ho acci- 
dentally came into tho possession of faots 
that ho claims will lead^to tho discovery of 
the murderers of Blanche Lamont and 
Minnie Williams. Two professional gam- 
blors, ho says, committed tho crimes, bub 
fear of death at thoir hand soals his lips, 
Ho would be glad to give additional in- 
formation if he could come to California in 
safety, Tho police look upon the lotter as 
tho work of a crank. 

Tho attorneys of Theodore Durrant havo 
propared an ufiidavit for thoir client, to bo 
read in support of the motion for a now trlul 
to be made a weok from to day. The two 
principal points on which a now trial will 
bo askod for aro tho ruling of Judgo Mur- 
phy as to Juror Brown, who was peremp- 
torily ohallengod by tho prosocution after ho 
had boon aoceptod and sworn, and tho ro- 
fusal to grant a change of vonuo. The news- 
papers havo boon attaokod in the affidavib 
for their ollogod persecution of tho prifloner, 
whioh tho defendant's coundel say led to 
projudice against Durrant. Tho prisonor ia 
making himself comfortablo in jail, and Bays 
ho Is confident and expects that hia ease 
will turn out all right ovontually. Ho hao 
not much hopoof a now trial when ho comes 
up for Bontonoo, but thinks the supremo 
court will givo him another trial. 

It was a matter of surprise to the public 
at tho trial that] Mies Lucille Turnor waa 
not called as it was supposed that she 
would bo a very important wltnosa. Sho 
testified at tho preliminary examination and 
what sho told had weight. Howovor, tho 
officers reproaonting the stato decided that 
her testimony wus not needed for tho La- 
mont oaso ; that ib would fib in battor in the 
Williams case. Miss Turner's testimony 
would havo shown Durrant to be looking 
in delicacy and gentlemanly instincts, 
3nd to be an unscrupulous sohemor laying 
traps for his victims. Tho theory of the 
prosecution In tho WilliamB oaso will bo that 
Durrant did plan and sohomc to entice 
girls into tho chu. oh. Tho oaso of Blanoho 
Limcnb will bo oited as an instance. Then 
Miaa Turnor will toll how Durrant, as med- 
ical student, otTerod hnr medical advico ; 
how ho endeavored to gob her to entor alone 
with him the building whore Blanoha L»- 
monb and Minnie Williams aftorwarda mot 
their death. Sho will be the ono who will 
show the motlvo for tho murder of Minnie 
Williams.

NEWFOUNDLAND TOPICS- 

Failure of the Whale Fisheries— Dundee Fleet 
Caught in the Ice— Union Bank 
Assessment Resisted. 

St. John's, Nfld., Nov. 15 —Tho stor.mer 
Auroia rolurned this morning from the 
whale fisheries off Davis straits. No blaak 
fiah wore killed, bub 750 porpoisoa were cap- 
tured. The crow of the Aurora report that 
the ontlro fleet mob with equally poor suc- 
cess. Thoy gob but three whales among 
them. The Aurora met with most unfavor- 
able weather. Shs was caught in an ioo floo 
and for a timo tho crow fearod that thoy 
would bo oompollod to abmdon her. 

This aftornoon, while making prepara- 
tions to discharge her cargo, a fire Bturtod 
in tho cabin of tho etoamer and muoh dif- 
ficulty was experienced in preventing it 
from communicating with tho oil tanks, 
whoro eight tons of porpolso oil had been 
Btored. Had this oil ignited it would have 
caused immense destruction and damage to 
the ships orowdod in tho harbor. Members 
oi tho crow report thoy saw nothing of ex- 
plorer Nansen during their trip. Thoy also 
report that they fear tho Dundee whaling 
fleet haB boon caught in tho ice, and thab 
the boats will bo oompollod to remain frozan 
in all winter. 

Shareholders of tho Union bank, at a 
meeting hold to-day, determined to resist 
tho paymonb of assessments on thoir shares 
oalledforby the reoeivor, until the directors 
have surrendered all their property for the 
benefit of tho oreditors of tho bank.

TIM HEALY SAT ON. 

Expelled From tho Governing Committee of 
the Irish I'arllamontary Party. 

Dunlin, Nov. 15. — Representatives of 
the Irish parliamentary party, now meeting 
In Dublin, by a vote of 33 to 24, yesterday 
adopted a motion expelling Timothy Healy 
and Arthur O'Connor from tho governing 
committee of tho party. John Dillon, 
M.P., offored a motion authorizing the 
chairman of tho committee of tho party to 
communicuto with tho executive oommibtoo 
of tho National Federation, with a view to 
oarrying out tho suggestion of Arohbishop 
WalBh, favoring tho holding of a national 
convention of tho representatives of the Irish 
raoo throughout the world, Mr. Dillon's 
motion was carried. 

Tim Healy in an interview declarod ho 
did not intond to form a third party, and 
that ho did not expecb to belong to any 
other party, than the anti-Parnollite party, 
of whioh ho iB still a mombor. This ro- 
moval from the inner circles and from tho 
various committeos, ho added, wae merely a 
snub, and would not make any differenoe in 
his conduct. 

The Times, in an editorial, this morning, 
Bays : Timothy M. Hoaly's acquiescence in 
his own suppression will hardly bo made 
easier by tho triumphunt onnouncomonb that 
Thomas Soxton, anti-Parnollite, io to climb 
buck to a parliamentary position, and that 
the reversion of the leadership ia to take 
plaoo over his prostrate l>)dy. With t 
majority of only nlno against him Mr 
Healy may hopo, if ho remains with the 
party, to soon rovorBO thia vote of expulsion. 



U. S- COAST DEFENCES. 

.Senator Squire Bays tho United States Must 
Wake Up to Its Utter Helplessness. 

SEATTLK, Nov. 15. — Senator W. C. Squire, 
chairman of tho senate committee on eoaab 
dofonoe, who will leavo within a fow days 
for Waahlngbon, says " this country must 
wake up to a knowlodge of its defenceless 
condition. Sevoral years ago tho senate 
committoo on ooast dofonoe roaommondod 
tho establishment of a cannon fuotory on 
the Paoific CoaBb. Very fow people aro 
aware that the old cannon mountod on tho 
sea coast fortifications arc useless and aro 
about as effectivo against modern ships of 
war ns a pistol would bo against Gatliug 
guns. There is nuw uuiy una Ooiuplatsd 
fortification in tho United States, supplied 
witli modern guns of heavy calibro, and. thab 
is at Sandy Hook, This constitutes the 
ontlro modern land dofonoe of tho groat oity 
of Now York. Ibis true that works of this 
kind have been commoncod ob Boaton and 
San FranoiBCO, but the appropriations havo 
been absolutely inadequate for tho proteo- 
tion of Now York oity from doBtruotion by 
a foreign onemy."

Tho interesting-oeremony of presenting to 
tho succossful pupils of the public sohoolB 
the Governor-Goneral's medals took place 
yesterday forenoon in tho city hall, On the 
platform besides tho Governor-General and 
the Countesa of Aberdeen woro Hon. Col. 
Baker, minister of eduoation ; Senator 
Macdonaid, the Bishop of Coluuiblu, Lady 
Marjorio and Hon. Archie Gordon. Capb. 
Willurforce, A. D C. , aocompanlod HiB Ex- 
cellency. The room was fillod principally 
with tho High school pupils and the first 
divisions of tho graded eohoola with their 
teaohorB, tho Mayor and Mrs. Teague, Dr. 
Popo, superintendent of eduoation; Inspector 
Wilson ond a numbar of others interested in 
eduoational matters. 

Ab the Vice-Regal party ontered the 
pupiU sang " God Save tho Queen," and 
Hon. Col. Biker in a few happy words then 
congratulated the ahlldren on having present 
at the ceremony the Governor-General and 
the CounteBS. 

Having been requested by Colonel 
Baker to address the children, His Exoel- 
lenoy said : 

" Colonel Bakor, Mr. Mayor and all young 
friends : 

" My first word must bo ono of reassur- 
ance. I haston, therefore, to tell you now 
that I am nob going to take the place of the 
Countess of Aberdeen. Her Ercsllenoy and 
nob I will have tho pleasure of presenting 
these medals, and will say a few words to 
tho girls ; and that being the oaso I have no 
doubt the boya also will listen to whatLidy 
Aberdeen may eay. Leb mo Bay I fully 
entor into tho feelings expressed, and very 
considerately and judiciously expreeaed, by 
Colonel Baker with reference to what I un- 
derstand has been a little disappointment 
with regard to tho plaoa of holding this 
gathering. It eeema that tho Intention was 
that we should aBsomblo in tho Central 
school, whioh in view of the ciroumBtanoos 
would have been a very natural arrange- 
ment, bub it turns out that bhe offiaiale 
whoso duty lb is to exercise precautionary 
supervision In these matters thought it 
would bo safer to meet here. Tula must 
nob be supposed to imply any rtfl action 
on the soundness of the structu al work on 
tho school building. If I may say to, in 
paBBlng, my impressions about such matters 
aa for instance effectivo flooring, oto , in this 
city have been of a very favorable kind ow- 
ing partly to my experience of. the admir- 
able floor whioh wbb laid in tho Drill hall 
bhis week by a well known firm of contrac- 
tors, who I believe have also aharge of a 
largo amount of work in connsotlon with 
that imposing pile tho now Government 
buildings. No, we need not suppose that 
thero have been any shortcomings In the 
building of tho sohool but rather perhaps 
that the children of Viotoria aro bo healthy 
and well grown that the average weighb per 
head of oach child amounts to a greater num- 
ber of pounds than could reasonably have 
boen anticipated by builders in making their 
calculations. (Laughter.) The town hall 
on the other hand having been erected for 
tho ueo of adults is naturally constructed on 
a soolo of even greater solidity. 

" At any rato here we are, and though we 
aro sorry to miss seeing tho flaral decorations 
with which I understand the children of the 
sohool referred to havo, under the guidance 
of Miss Williams and her assistants, very 
thoughtfully adorntd thoir schoolrooms, yet, 
after all, thia hall is now decorated In a 
manner which oannot fall to abtiaob, namely, 
by tho bright faceB of a hoBb of healthy look- 
ing ohildren, And as to tho other matter, 
wo shall hopo to havo a look at tho dooora- 
tod rooms after wo leave this building. 

"Now, as to tho presentation, I think" 
there ia Bomothing appropriate in medalB be- 
ing tho tokon and badge of success in sohool 
work. Ycu will see thab thoso medals are 
of different material — somo silver, somo 
bronze — but that all uro alike in thia, that 
thoy boar the same improBsion — tho same In- 
Bcriptfon. Forono thing thoy aro all Btamped 
with the likoness of tho Governor General 
and tho Countoas of Aberdeen, It appoars 
to me on looking at tho modal that the like- 
noBB of tho Governor Goneral ia rather too 
flattering.

Thero can bo no harm in mentioning that 
tho actual engraving work was dono by an 
ongraver who la regarded as about at the top 
of his profession. Tho work was dono in 
London, and it is, of course, very natural 
that London boing the metropolis of the 
British Empire, and in many respects as we 
think tho metropolis of the world, many of 
the very bost professors of various arts, etc, 
resort thero. 

" So wo may say that though tho motal Is 
different tho engraving in each case Is tho 
samo and good. Somo children aro brighter 
than others and havo more natural gifts. 
They may perhaps represent the silver. 
Bub bronze, too, Is a good, solid, sound 
motal and for somo purposes is evon moro 
useful than silver. The greab poinb in con- 
noobion with the medal is tho impression 
that it bears. Now you ohildron aro, so to 
Bpeak, in tho hands of tho engraver ; 
but thoro Is this dlfferenco, thab unlike tho 
inanimate metal, you oan promote and oBsiBb 
tho work of the engraver. I hopo you will 
make the y°ry bost use of your opportani- 
tios, bo that- you may more and moro reooive 
and bear the ImproBS not merely of attain- 
ment bub also of charaotor — thab true 
form of capital which doeB not 
fail. Aa to tho engravers — thoae 
who oooupy tho oxcoodlngly important poBi- 
tlon of toaohers ; oao would liko tobhiik 
of thom as the ogonta, tho aorvants, the 
emp'oyea of the Great Mastor Artificer— the 
artist of tho universe carrying out Hia work 
— who mouldeth and fashioneth tho hearts of 
Hia people. 

"Now I am not forgetting what I said 
about Lady Aberdeen, and therefore I ehall 
add no moro, except to warn you that I shall 
not forgot tho queatlon of a holiday. Wo 
must sebtlo that a libble later, but I merely 
mention it now bo that lb may bo kept in. 
view."

BBHKING SEA CLAIMS. 

Senator Morgan Claims That in Most Oases 
Americans Robbed tho Rookeries Cov- 
erod by the British Flag. 

Livingstone, Ala., Nov. 15.— Senator 
Morgan, chairman of tho senate committee 
on foreign relations, in an interview to tho 
Assooiated Press to-day in regard to Lord 
Salisbury's assertion that Senator Morgan's 
objection to tho payment of the Behrlng soa 
claims was based on a miBaprehension of 
the faots, said : " I have nob aeon the dis- 
patch to whioh attention has been called, 
but it is impossible to bo mistaken in the 
facts, which stand opposed to the demand 
of Great Britain for §425,000 damages for 
the seizure of the vessels arroBted during 
Mr. Cleveland's administration. 

" The Bohring Sea tribunal, of which I 
waa a member, had no authority to decido 
any controversy between the United States 
and Groab Britain, that led to tho quec- 
tlon of damages, or the liabilities of either 
government for damages for the seizure of 
ships and they made no suoh docision, and 
expreesly deolined to do so. 

" After a thorough examination of tho 
faots presented in the case of the two gov- 
ernments, supported on either sidg by the 
testimony of more than ten thousand wit- 
nesses, and the diplomatic correspondence 
from the governments covering the subject, 
and after listening to the great lawyers who 
appeared before the tribunal, It is not likely 
that any membor of that tribunal Is loaa in- 
formed than Lord Salisbury bb to tho faoto 
of the oaBo. His Lordship doubtloaa Bup- 
poses hia Information in the fi\cts of thla 
case aro quite superior to mine, othorwiao h.3 
would not attribute to mo tho grave orror of 
miatakon conception of tho facts. 

" Evldonbly ho concedes that if I am right 
in my statoment of facts, ho must bo wrong 
in claiming that the United States owos 
Groat Britain §-125,000 for doprodatlona 
committed upon British ahlpa poaching 
upon the seal herds of Bohring soa, whon 
tho rocordB show that more than half the 
sum claimed as damagos in this caao, if duo 
at all, lo duo to citizens of the United States, 
who violatod tho laws of our own oountry 
by marauding upon our own Beals under 
cover and protection of tho British Hig. 

"If I should bo wrong In uniting with 
Mr. Biyard and Mr. Blalno In tho opinion 
that thoao maraudings by Britiah aubjocta 
aro oontrary to public morality and interna- 
tional comity, I think I oannot bo wrong in 
denouncing this conduot ot American clti- 
zoua, undor oovor of the Britiah fhg, aa be- 
ing cloeo akin to piracy, and moroovor I 
cannot bo wrong in donounolng the sholter 
which tho Britiah flag gavo their pooplo as 
being an aob of arrogance and preaumptlon 
whioh scarcely ooncealed tholr hostile inten- 
tions, I am unable to perceive why tho 
United States governmonb should regard 
tho perpotratora of thia base aonduot kindly, 
or should oompllmont tho government of 
Groat Britain by contending it was elthor 
juat, friendly or othorwiao."

Vast Hidden Wealth— Importance or the In- 
dus of U. 8 Capital and : 
Enterprise. 

A recent Isauo of the Canadian Gozotto 
(London) contains tho following : " Our 
columns boar teatimony again thla week to 
the important developments in progrosB in 
tho British Columbia mining induBtry, and 
it will bo noted how many of the new ven- 
tures —some of them as yet, of course, only 
paper ventures — have their origin in tbe 
United Statos. Mr. Vernon, tho agenb- 
goneral for British Columtia, who has the 
question of mining under his close attention, 
says there is no doubt of tho importance ol 
this influx of United States capital and en- 
terprise. And, aa he points out, it is natural 
enough. Tho United States gob a long start 
in British Columbia. The watercourses all 
run north and south, so do tho roads and 
trails, and until the C.F.R. pierced the 
previously Impassable mountain ranges 
whioh cub the rest of Canada off from tho 
Paoifiu slope, the natural, easiest, and in- 
deed,, only outlet for British Columbia was 
to the South. Especially in Kootenay is 
United Statos enterprise dominant, but in 
Cariboo and Alborni Canadian and British 
oapital ia largely concorned, and when good 
returns are shown from these dlatriots aa 
Mr. Vernon expoots they will be bofore this 
time next yoar, it ia natural to expeob that 
the attention of British capitalists will bo 
still further dlreotod to the Illlmltablo proa- 
poota of tho British Columbia mining indus- 
try. Tho dotailed report of Prof. Sutton, 
of the Michigan school of mines, is sugges- 
tive of tho hidden wealth in Alborni and 
tho wholo of Vancouver Island — a diatrlot 
almosb at tho door of tho commeroial cen- 
tres of tho province. "

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GOVERNOR GENERAL'S MEDALS. 
Continued from vaoe 0*c, 



The 'our medals woro thon presented by 
the Countess of Aberdoen, a noteworthy 
faot belDg that tho roolpionta were all young 
ladies. 

[The silver medal, High sohool, for 1894, 
was won by Miss Edith Mary S. Shrapnel, 
who has since gained a firBt B teacher's oor- 
tlfioate ; the silver medal for 1895 waa won 
by Misa Francis Ann Brown ; the bronzj 
medal for 1894, oompeted for by boya' 
sohool and girls' school, was won by Miaa 
Dorothy Allison ; and tho bronze medal for 
1895, competed for by all the graded schools 
of the oity, was won by Miss Flora Beatrica 
Rolfe, of thaGirla' Central. 

tTheBei announcements were read by Prln- 
olpal Netherby of the High school, and 
Miss Willlama, principal of the girls' sohool, 
and as tho young ladles received the medals 
from the Countess of Aberdeen the as- 
semblage applaudod them very heartily. 

Then little Ruby Sylvester oame forward 
with a lovely basket of flowers almoBb as big 
as horself, and presented it to the CounteBB. 
Tho Governor-General plotted the littlo girl 
up and atood her on tho desk in front of 
him, and the Countess kiBsed her, and with 
a few pleasant worda returnod her to the 
floor. Her Ladyship thon addressed thoso 
preBOnt as follows : 

Mr. 



" Your Excellency, Colonel Baker, 
Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen : 

"I am aating under authority to-day, 
children, as tho doputy of His Excellenoy, 
who supports Colonel linker in abusing his 
authority. (Laughter.) Colonel Baker 
found out l»83 year that I waa amenable 
entirely to his authority, and so this year ho 
haa exerciBed it again, and having appealed 
to Hia Excellency, His Excellency has ap- 
pointed me as his deputy in giving theso 
medftit to the four young ladies who have 
so distinguished themselves this year and 
last, and to whom how I would like again to 
offer my most hearty congratulations tor 
what they have achieved. And I have also 
to congratulato all the girls in Viotorla, and 
may I aay alao all the soholarB in Viotorla 
(applause), bacauso I am euro that the boya 
willacoepo the glrlo as their representatives 
on thia occasion. Well, young ladiea, why 
do we congratulate you so hoartily to day ? 
I think there are several reasons why I 
should spooially like to congratulate you. 

"First of all, because of the very great 
pleasure that you have thus been able to 
give to your parents and friends. When 
children are ablo thus to carry away honors 
whioh have been rightly gained they scarce- 
ly know what a wonderful amount of plea- 
sure they give to their parents and friends, 
for tho record of a childhood given 
to aolid good work ia a great posses- 
sion for a family and a groat promise for the 
future. I congratulate you therefore in the 
first place on iho great honor you givo to 
your families, and tho pleasure you have 
given to thoao for whom you moat cure and 
to whom you wish to give this delight. 

" Secondly, I should like to congratulate 
you booauaa I think these medals are the 
proof that you havo acquired to that which 
la after all tho great objjot of your educa- 
tion, and that ia the power of working — the 
knowledge of how to work. I think that 
your teachers would agree in saying that 
after all it does not so muoh matter what 
knowledge you havo attained aa to know 
how to work and how to learn. We may 
boliovo that theso module ropreaont not 
weeks or montha but years of work — of 
bright work, ateady work, hard work 
—and looking baok you oan, I sup- 
pose, remember times when pre- 
paring your lessons or doing some exer- 
cise that; you were tempted not to givo your 
whole mindB to work, and you cm also re- 
member how you put away that temptation. 
And now you aro ablo to realize that it ia by 
long continued oxoroieo in thia direction 
that you have gained the distinction whioh 
is yours to-day, and are aa examples to 
others that If success is to bo attainod it 
must bo by continued, peraiatent effort 
That is the groat lesaon which we want boya 
and girls nowadays to learn — how to work ; 
how to concentrate their attention ; how to 
givo their whole solves to everything which 
they take np. It ia thus that they will be- 
come ablo to aucceod in every walk of life 
which they may choose, and certain to re- 
fleet endit upon themselves, their families, 
and upon all with whom they have to do. 
(Applause.) 

"Thirdly, I should liko to congratulato 
you upon the opportunity this affords you of 
doing credit and honor to tho echoola whero 
you have boon trained. (Applause ) I 
know you ore proud of your 
country and province, and of Victoria, 
and of tho schools where you aro 
recolving your education, But nowadaya 
you must bo prepared to do even more than 
tbia. I know that in times gono by thoso 
who havo won tho Governor General's medal 
in Victoria havo distinguished themselves in 
various stations of life, and their record ia 
held up to those who havo succeeded them. 
It ia for you four young ladies to take care 
of that reoord— to take care that it shall bo 
an untarnished record — that not only you 
show that you havo protittod and gained 
knowledge, but that you shall show that 
you can use that knowledge and training in 
tho best possible way. Somotimes peoplo 
think of achoola aa if they woro places whero 
they wero to got all they can, and do not re- 
member that they too should give »■ <n » 
thing. It is woll to know on tn> 
authority that tho public schools of British 
Columbia aro doing good and satisfactory 
work ; but if they aro to continue doing 
hotter and better you must bear in mind 
that it does not lio altogether with thoso 
who manage thoBO schools, Tho Minister of 
Education may continuo to do all 
that ia beat ; the school trustees 
may try to do all that they oan for 
tho wolfore of tho children ; and tho 
teachers may do their best work and give 
you the best toachlng within their capabili- 
ties— but if thosoholars do not do their 
part it will ho impoeaiblo to keep the Bchoola 
np to l ha highest level, and up to the mark 
in every woy. ICvery child must remomber 
that that child has something to do with 
keoping up tho efficionoy and high tone of 
the Bchool to which lb belongs, (applauso.) 
You know, children, woll .onough each of 
you how every scholar has an influence on 
thoao around. Ifaboyorgirl is idle or in- 
attontive you know how tho83 around aro 
diaturbsd. Or if a soholar is given to vul- 
gar talk how that affeots those wiLh whom 
huch an ono ia brought into contaot Ib also 
known to you. You kuow, too, how if a 
boy or girl is thoroughly determined to do 
tho highest kind of work that suoh an ex- 
ample is the beet kind of an incentivo to hia 
or hor companions. (Applauso. ) And if a 
scholar is thoroughly loyal to tho teaohor 
and to tho school and system this, too, 
helps and gives a high tono and loaves an 
Impress not only on their own -companions 
for the timo being, but also on the school 
long after thoy have left. (Load applauso.) 

" And so children If you want, as I am 
suro you do, to make tho aohoolr of Viotorla 
celebrated for turning out boya and girlB 
who will Borvo their country and so act as 
they were meant to do — who will show that 
thoy have had thorough training and good 
discipline and loarnod tho lesson of self-con- 
trol, and havo gained a high ideal of what 
education and culture moan— then, ohildron, 
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eaoh one of you must try to koop up the 
public fooling in your school to the highest 
possible level. You muBt never let a word 
1)3 said that you would bo sorry to repeat to 
your parents or teachers. (Applause.) 
You must never lot anything dishonorable 
be said or hinted at in any way that you 
oan help, and you must never forget the 
groat Influenoo that you exort on all those 
around you. Evon thoso of you who are 
quite iittle ones must romember thia. You 
can each do a groat deal in this way by bo- 
ginning at the very first to do your loasons 
as well as ovor you oan— as thoroughly as 
yon can — and by trying to holp thoBO aboub 
you to do this too, by doing your duty aa 
woll as you poBsibly oan ; thon tho 
schools of Viotoria will not only bo a glory 
to this oity and provluco, but to tho whole 
country. 

" Ladies, again I beg to congratulate you 
for having won thoso honors, and I trust 
that your future may bo a bright continua- 
tion of to-day." (Groat applaueo.) 

The Bishop of Columbia, at the request of 
Hon. Col. Baker, alao spoke briefly to tho 
ohildren. Ho preferred, ho said, to address 
his remarks to those who had not sticcooded 
in winning tho medals and to tho boyB In 
particular. The real ideal ho held up to 
tho boya was to be gentlo to others, and 
that was something they could all aspire to 
and succeed in. To becomo true followers of 
ChriBt was better than the mere soaring 
of marks. 

Hon. Col, Baker was suro that the one 
thought of all the ohildren was to thank the 
Governor Geno'al and Lady Aberdeen for 
bslng present, and concentrating that wish 
into one heart and voice ho expresod those 
thanks for them. 

The Governor-General in acknowledging 
this expression of good will asked for a holi- 
day for the schools. Ho would not be put 
off with the information that the present 
was a holiday, and in delorenco to Hia Ex- 
cellency's wishes, Hon. Col. Baker announc- 
ed that tho day after Thanksgiving day, 
(Friday next) should also bo a holiday, 
This the youngsters greeted with vociferous 
choora and tho singing of tho national an- 
them brought the proceedings to a close. 

Boforo leaving tho hall the teachers wero 
presented to the Governor General and Lady 
Abordoen, and were specially invited to at- 
tend tho reoeption at Government Hi use in 
tho afternoon. 

Tho reooption at Government Houso waB 
an Informal one, and wus very largely at- 
tended. The CounteBB of Aberdeen received 
the guestB as thoy arrived and she and the 
Governor General went about the rooms 
chatting with the ladiea and gentlemen 
present, and took an evidont pleasure in 
seeing that the guests were enjoying them- 
aelves. 

At 3 o'clock tho Countess of Aberdeen 
addressed tho King's Daughters at tho oity 
hall, Mrs. Mailland Dougall, of Cowiohan, 
secretary for tho province and othor ladies 
greeting her on hor arrival. A pretty 
feature of tho afternoon waa tho presentation 
to the Couniess of a beautiful baakot of 
fbwers by little MIsb Dorothy MaoTaviah, a 
six year old tot that had been made a King's 
Daughter that afternoon. 

To day the Governor Gonoral and Lady 
Abordoen visit a number of tho manufactur- 
ing and industrial establishments in the 
city, and this evening a state dinner will be 
given at Government House.

Leaving This Port on October 12 She Has 
Not Yet Beached Yokohama. 

No word has yet been received of tho 
arrival at Yokohama of tho Northorn 
Pacific Btoamship Strathnevis, which loft 
Victoria for tho Orient on Octobor 12. She 
departed from hero two weeks boforo the 
steamship Victoria, a vessel of tho same 
line, which reached tho Japanese port a few 
days ago. Notwithstanding this fact there 
is no particular uneasineaa foil for tho over- 
due ship. She Is a now vessel and ia lightly 
loaded ; not only this, but Captain 
James Pattie, her skipper, on loavlDg here 
declared that the trip would be a 30-day 
one. Tho Strathnevis' machinory was not, 
it is said, in very good running order, and 
bad weather Buah aa ia to bo looked for on 
tho Pacific at thia season, ha8 no doubt re- 
tarded progress on tho voyogo. Tho Strath- 
novia carries a cargo of 2,000 tons of general 
freight consisting of the uaual aasortmont of 
cinned meats, oondenaod milk, machinery, 
iron pips, etc., and including 1,800 kegs of 
nails. Tnoso nails woro destined lor Japan 
and wore of a poouliar character, being short 
and light and adapted for uso in bamboo 
work. Tho ship carried besides 125 Chinese 
passengerB, mostly EaBtoru morchants. 
While easontially a oargo Bteamor and 
shorn of all decorations or uaoleas houses 
tho Strathnovis is considered a good vessel. 
Her linos are good, and In appuaranoo bIio 
realizes tho idoal of tho modern fast freight- 
er. Six thousand four hundred and twenty 
tons of Oriental frolght were brought by tho 
vessel In July— tho largeBt Asiatic freight 
over landed r>n tho Paolfic Coast. Tho 
Strathnevis is commanded by Capt, James 
Pattie. She belongs to the " Strath " line 
of Glasgow, and ia one of tho ';Mrty-throe 
steamships owned by that company. She 
has a not tonnage of 2,303, a gro6a ton- 
nage of 3,574, and a dead weight carrying 
oapaoity of 5,700 tons.

ENCOURAGE THE 

HOME PRODUCER. 

A month or so a^o a movement was set on 
foot in Seattle to encourage the consumption 
of home-manufaotured and home-grown com- 
modities. Householders and others signed 
an agreemenb to give preference to homo- 
made goods. This was a praiseworthy 
movement, and it would ba well for Britieh 
Columbia If a similar one were sot on foot in 
this Province. The country being new and 
its Industries struggling bard to maintain an 
existence, it is only right that its inhabi- 
tants, whenever they can do so without In- 
curring serious lose, should give thosB In- 
dustries a helping hand. If British Colum- 
bians do not aid British Columbian in- 
dustries, who can be expected to give them 
a lift? 

A great deal oan ho dono in this way by 
Government, by corporations and by indi- 
viduals. If the Government's officials, when 
supplies of ono kind and another are wanted 
and work to bo dono, would look uround 
them a ad * Bee if home-made goods and 
home-produood material oould not be pro- 
cured at pretty nearly the same rates and 
of as good quality as those of foreign manu- 
facture and foreign production, thoy would 
do much to foster home industries. 
If the Coiporations of Victoria and 
other oltles actod in the samo way they 
would, withoub doing those whom they 
represented and for whom they wore aoting 
the slightest injury confer a very con- 
siderable benefit on men and women in 
Britieh Columbia who are trying in the 
face of difficulties and discouragements to 
establish industries in the Province and to 
develop its resources. 

Individuals oan do even more in this 
direction than pven governments and cor 
porationB. If every housekeeper, let his or 
hor means be great or small, kept continu 
ally in view the encouragement of tho home 
producer it would bo astonishing what an 
impetus would bo given to home industries 
Many, we aro glad to 1)3 ablo to say, do 
thiB already, notably the late Premier of the 
Province and presonb Chiof Justice. He, 
wo are told, in all his dealings, whether olfi 
olal or private, made a point of preferring tho 
produots of tho provinco to those produced 
olsowheru. In this ho acted the part of a 
true and a judicious friend of British Colum 
bia. If tho inhabitants of the provinoo gon 
orally actod on this principle there would bo 
fower complaints among the homo producers 
und those who havo monoy to spond would 
havo the satisfaction of knowing that tho 
greater part of their expenditure wont to in- 
oroaso tho prosperity of tho Provinoe. 

A GREAT IMPROPRIETY, 

Tho Bcono in tho Court House in Vancou 
ver when the verdict of " not guilty " was 
Toturnod in the Smith murder oaae woa not 
oroditable to tho citizens of thab city. Wo 
are nob surprised thab the judge waa indig 
nant and expressed his feelings emphatically 
when amid tho noisy plaudits of tho apoota 
torB the prlsonor offered to shako hands with 
the jury thab had acquitted him. Suoh 
scenes in a Court of Juatico, undor any cir 
oumatances, aro to bo doplored, but tho cir 
oumBtancos of this case wero suoh thab tho 
community has littlo oauso bo rojoico that 
such a man as Smith haa ahown bimsolf to 
ho should havo roaaon to fool that ho has 
with him tho sympathy of rospootablo, law- 
abiding members of sooiety. It is but reus- 
ouablo to aonoludo that the liboratod man 
left tho Court fooling himsolf qulto a hero, 
fle will very likely be proud of what ho lias 
done, and lb will not bo at all surprising If 
somo other man of tho aamo typo, bollovlng 
that ho has been wronged in the same way 
bhab Smith was, will bako the law in his 
own hands and murder, it may be, an 
•innocent and unoffending man. 

Tho administrablon of law, particularly In 
criminal cases, Bhould always bo serious and 
improuslvo, und tho dooencloa of a Courb of 
.Justice should bo always sfriotly obaorvod. 



Appearances aro more importanb than most 
people imagino. Where crime in a 
Courb of Justice is treated with 
lovity, and when a mixed audience 
see a criminal applauded, many of those who 
compose it will be led to think lightly of 
crime and many perhaps may envy the pris- 
oner who at tho moment of acquittal is ap- 
parently honored by men whose approba- 
tion they highly value. We truab that most) 
of thoBo who in a moment of excitement 
were surprised into expressing pleasure ab 
the acquibtal of Smith will by this timo be 
ashamed of what they havo dono and will be 
ready to admit thab the exhibition was moBt 
unseemly and calculated to have a pernicious 
inuuee'ea. 



A BURLESQUE. 



It ia greatly to bo regrebted that the mem- 
bers of tho City Council have so little ro- 
Bpocb for tho citizens whom they aro sup- 
posed to represent as to make tho Council 
Chamber a place of amusement for men and 
boyB who want to have an hour's fun with- 
out paying anything for admittance. Ib is 
evidonb that tho audience in tho City Hall on 
Thursday night expected a little divorsion, 
and thoy wore not disappointed. Tho whole 
performance appeara to have been a com- 
plote burlesque on the proceedings of city 
councils. If somo of tho members of the 
Corporation had beon paid handeomoly for 
making tho office of City Counolllor appoar 
ridiculous in the oyes of tho public they 
could not have dono tho work moro efloctlvo- 
ly than thoy did. As uoiors, thoir porform- 
anoe was highly oredltabio, showing that 
thoy possessod no small degree of hiatrlonio 
talonb. As a meeting of men having serious 
buainosa to tranaact their behavior waB aim 
ply disgraceful. It is humiliating to think 
that tho mon to whom tho citizons of Vic 
toria have entrustod tho managomont of 
their civic affairs have not a higher aense of 
duty and moro respect for their office and 
thomsolvoa than to make thoir mooting an 
exhibition for tho amusement of the orowd. 
The oudionco, we infer, from the demonstra- 
tions that they made, heartily enjoyed the 
amuaomenb proparod for them by tho Coun 
oillora, but what waa fun for them ought to 
be death for the porformora In their official 
capacity, 

AN UNLIKELY STORY. 

All sorts of rumors are in circulation 
about the reconstruction of the Govern 
ment. Ono of them is thaO Chief Justice 
Meredith will resign his position on the 
Beach to beoome Premier of tho Dominion, 
This is a moat unlikely story, yet ib ia bo 
lieved by many. This ia how tho Ottawa 
Citizen doala with this rumor : — 

Somo of our Toronto contemporariea are 
again canvassing the name of Chief Justico 
Meredith as a desirable addition to the Do 
minion oablnat. A year and a half ago bhe 
electorate had tho opportunity of making 
him Premier of Ontario, but they ohoae no 
to do so. Wo should like to have eeon him 
oome to Ottawa in default of succoos in the 
Provincial arona ; but, instoad of thiB, he 
was placed upon the bench. And onco hav 
ing taken hia seat thero he should never 
again take part in politics. 

The theory of those who are now discuss 
ing him are thab tho Dominion Government 
la in danger of being beaten In Ontario, and 
that the Chief Justico would bring auch 
Btroogth to it aa to avert dlaaator. We do 
not aocopt tho assumption of probable de 
feat. Admitting Ib, however, for tho sake 
of argument to ba true, tho remedy appears 
to ub worse than the disoaBO. The success 
of tho present Opposition is undesirable ; 
bub it Ib of far more importance that the 
judiciary should bo free from tho suspicion 
of partisanship than thab any set of men 
should retain office. 

To ODjoy this immunity ib ia eaBontial that 
when a man aacenda the bench ho shall be 
considered aa having abandoned politica for 
ever. 

The Toronto World, ib appears, has been 
ohitfly instrumental in spreading tho roport 
that tho Hon. William Ralph Meredith, 
Chief Justice of the Common Pleaa for On- 
tario, might, aould, would or should step 
down from tho Bench to onter tho Federal 
ministry. In giving the appearanoo of pro 
babllity to this sensational piece of news the 
World aoted most injudiciously. Wo do not 
bolievo that thero was any more Bolid foun 
dation for it than tho dosiro of a few Conaer 
Vfcbives who allowed their imagination to get 
tho hotter of thoir judgmont. Mr. Meredith 
makeB an excellent judge. Ho onjoys tho 
confidence of the mon of Ontario of all par. 
ties, aroeds and claasoa. Ho haB dono yco- 
man'e eorvlco to tho Conservative party and 
ho nobly dosorves the honora, tho privileges 
and tho immunitioB of his present position 
but it is not likely that thero aro any num 
bar of influential Conservatives In tho Do 
minion who would think serloualy of oaking 
him to loavo tho restful position in which he 
haa juat boon placed again to take upon 
himsolf tho responsibilities and oaros of a 
political loader. 

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

There is again talk of constructing the 
Nicaragua Canal by privato enterprise. The 
American politicians aro so dilatory, so 
jealous of oaoh other and so devoted to the 
Interesta of railway companies and other cor 
potations, that they cannot bo Induced to 
give this great ontorprlao tho national aid 
that ib requires and which IS ia ovidontly tho 
interoeb of bho United States to give, Yet 
as soon aa thoro is any sorious talk of 
building tho Canal independently of 
the United States Government Am- 
erican nowspapera Bob up a ory bhat 
tho Canal whon constructed must bo under 
tho control of tho United Statos. Tho dog- 
In-tho-maugor attitude assumed by many of 
those papers is woll Illustrated by tho fol- 
lowing extrnob from the San Francisco Call : 
Tho oonneotlon of tho waters of the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans la by far tho most 
important measuro now under tho considera- 
tion of tho American people. The comple- 
tion of tho canal will open tho way from ono 
ocean to another nob only to merchant ves- 
sels, bub to vcbboIs of war. Should a hoatilo 
(loot over cub American communication be- 
tween the two oceans the Pacific coast 
would be ab the mercy of the power in con- 
trol of suoh fleet. American vasnela of war 
■ 



desiring bo paea from the Atlantic to the 
Paoifio coast or from tho Pacifia to tho At- 
lantic would be compelled to tako the Cape 
Horn route, while our enemies would stoam 
through the canal in fewer days than the 
Cape Horn route would require months. 
The proposition to make the oanal neutral 
territory may bo olassed with other altru- 
iatio Bchemes. When war comes nations 
strlko where the blow will be tho most 
olleotlve. This generation has seen Eng- 
land in full possession of the Suez Canal In 
spite of treaties. Soil-preservation is as 
olearly tho first law of nations as of nature. 
With thousands of miles cf coast on eaoh 
side of the continent the United States 
should permit the opening of the canal only 
on condition that she should control it. In 
times of poaoo it Bhould be open to all 
natlonB on equal terms ; In times of war it 
ahould be hold lo tho exolualve uao of the 
nation whose territory ocoupieo the central 
portion of both shores. A canal built in 
parb wibh foreign capital cannot be bo hold 
without confiscating property rights. Even 
with suoh oonfieoation it might be Impossi- 
ble to ao fortily the canal thub a hoatile fleet 
oould nob pass through ib. Another purpose 
of the canal is to creato a standard of trans 
portatlon ohargos. Thla could bo entrnated 
to no private corporation. 

If absolute control of tho Nicaragua Can- 
al is ao necessary to tho United Statos, why 
in the name of common bohbo dooa not bho 
Unltod States undertake nob only to con- 
struct lb, bub to gob possession of tho terri- 
tory through which ib ia to run? On no 
other oonditlon than thla will tho nations of 
bho world pormib bhe Unibed States lu havo 
oompleto control of tho Canal in time of 
war. 

If the Canal wore constructed as a merely 
commercial enterprise with money contribut- 
ed by tho oapitaliats of all nations, It- 
would be easy to make international arrange- 
ments with respect to its navigation at ull 
timos, in timos of war as well as in times of 
peace. If the canal ia nob to bo built until 
tho nations of the world consont to placo it 
completely under tho control of tho United 
Statos, tho probability ia thab it will never 
bo constructed. If our oxaoting and joalouB 
neighbors dilly-dally much longer with tho 
project, or if they aasumo tho attitude with 
rospect to it foreshadowed by our San Fran~ 
olsoo contemporary, tho Panama Canal pro- 
ject will bo revived ~nd carried out in Bpito 
of tho opposition of dominoering Americans.

Four Years la the Provincial Peniten- 
tiary the Sentence of the 
Ex Registrar. 

He Pleads Guilty to all Three Counts 
in the Imllctment Against 
Him. 



In bho oourb room in whioh ho had ao often 
gab aa registrar, James Charlea Provoab yoa- 
torday stood In tho dock as a prisoner and 
pleaded gullby to the threo ohargoa against 
him of stealing whilo in tho employ of Her 
Majosty certain monoys belonging to Hor 
Majesty, namely, 511,154 -19 on Docomber 
22, 189,'! ; 31,565 in October, 1893 ; and 
§S27 in January, 1895. 

Hon, Mr. Riohards, for bho Crown, 
handed in tho indiobmonts, and bhoy were 
road, Prevo3b in o.%oh oaBo pleading 
"guilby." 

Mr. Charles Wilaon, Q C, for the pria- 
onor, apoke very feolingly though briefly, 
asking the Court to deal leniently. While 
knowing thab bho Court, in Bpito of any 
personal feelinge, had a painful duty to dii- 
ahargo, ho would ask that before passing 
sentence His Lordship would consider the 
circumstances. Heoould say thab hia client 
did nob raise bho plea of gullby 
from any idea that ib would 
bring him a lighter sentence ; nor it was lb 
dono from any resulb of a oonforonoe be- 
bwren counsel tor tho defenoo and tho pro- 
secution. Ib was beoauBO of penlbenco and 
regret. Tho law was not formed to inflict 
punishment in u vengeful eplrib but aa ado- 
ulterrent, and this age lived undor tho prin- 
plea of Him who had 8aid to a greater Binner, 
' Go and sin no more ! ' He aBked that 
while passing such a sentence as would pun- 
ish, thab the training, the mode of life, the 
age of tho man ond hia penitonce should re- 
oeivo some consideration, and he would en- 
treat tho Court to restore him in aa ahorb a 
time BBposBible to his wife and ohildron. 

Mr. Justice Crease In passing sentence 
said thab ho had a few words to speak to 
the prisonor, which ho hopod would convey 
thoir intonded Impression to his mind and 
to that of evory ono elso present, that he 
waa doing lb aa the solemn duty of a judge. 
The three indiotments set forth that aa a 
public servant the prisoner had committed a 
grave offence. He had been thoroughly 
trusted by his superiors and by thoao about 
him in the Supremo oonrt of whioh ho had 
been tho registrar, and ho had betrayed 
thab trusb by purloining largo sums of money 
intrusted to hia oare. Tho discovery 
had been a painful one, thab a man of such 
capabilities and qualitioa should havo dono 
thia bhlng. Ib was inexpressibly sad to bhe 
court to have to pronounce aentenoo, bub 
duty waB paramount. In considering the 
aentenoe about to be pronounced the allow- 
ance had beon made for every favorable olr- 
cumotance. Tho sentence of the court waa : 

Onthoaharge of stealing S3, 151. 49, bwo 
yearB in the penibontlary ; on tho oharge of 
abeallng 81,568 08, one year and eii monthB, 
to follow Che first pontenca ; and on the 
oharge of stealing $825, six months, to be 
ontered upon at tho expiration of the second 
term.

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A SENSATION IN COUET. 



The Owner ef the " Shelby " Impris- 
onefl for Sending Money to the 
Chief Justice. 



Judgment Condemning the Schooner 
Question of Fine or Forfeit- 
ure to Be Argued. 



(There was a sensation in the Admiralty 
court yeaterday morning, when the Chiof 
Justice previous to giving judgment in the 
cibo of bhe crown againBt the aohooner 
Shelby, sentenced Louis Wille, the owner 
of the vcBael in question, to one week's im- 
prisonment for sending him an anonymous 
letter containing $25. 

When His Lordahip aaoended the bench 
he immediately asked Mr. Holmokon, coun- 
sel for the Shelby, if Mr. Willo the owner 
of the schooner, was present. Mr. Helmo 
ken replied yos, and Mr. Wille was there 
npon called to the witness box. 

His Lordship showing him a piece of 
paper aBked hira if it waB in Mb writing. 

Mr. Wille replied, " Yob." 

HIb Lordship— " Then you are reaponai 
ble for the contents of thia letter and for 
sending it to mo. Do you acknowledge 
thab "S 

Mr. Willo— "Yea air". 

His LordBhip— "The reason for my call 
ing for Mr. Willo ia the receipt by myself of 
a letter which Mr. Wille acknowledges to 
be In hla handwriting, and whioh is address 
ed to me. It reada : 

" To Your Lonlihip, Chief Jmtice Davie 

" Kindly accept this small donation for 
kind BervioeB re schooner Sholby. 

" Yodr Servant." 

[Enclosed in the lotter were $25 in bink 
bills.] 

" Now," continued His Lordship, "what 
have yon to Bay for having sent that letter 
unditB contents to mo? 

Mr. Wille (ftfter a pause)—" My fooliah 
neas." 

His Lordship — " Your foolishness ! Well, 
I am Inolined to think it Is. I do not think 
it was anything eUe but ignorance that led 
you to suppose that juBtice was to ba pur- 
chased in this court or in this country by 
money. By sending an offer of that kind, a 
bribe, to a judge, you have laid yourself open 
to|a very heavy punishmont indesd e and to 
prosecution upon a very serious chargo. 
I do not know whethor government or the 
Attorney General's department wlllproaecute 
you for it. Possibly In view of the course 1 
am about to adopt they will not do so. It 
is my duty to mark my sense of the wrong 
of whioh you havo been guilty, and I there 
foro sentence you to ono week's imprison 
ment in the common jail and to pay a fino 
of $25. Mr. Registrar (handing the rogia- 
trar Mr. Wille'a lettor und contents) you 
will appropriate this $25 in payment of the 
fine, and you Mr. Wille will go to jiil for a 
week." 

Mr. Helmcken — " I may Bay Your Lord- 
ship thab under the circumstances so far ae 
I am concerned I don't wish to have any 
further connection with tho oaae." 

Hia Lordahip—" I knew it is a very pain 
ful thlDg for you Mr. Helmoken. My judg 
ment was prepared before receipt of the 
letter. 

Tho Sheriff, who was present, immedi 
ate'.y took Mr. Willo into custody and he 
will spend the week in jiil. 

Tho Chief Justice then proceeded to 
deliver the judgment in the Shelby case as 
follows : 

"The British vobboI Shelby, Christian 
Claunsen master, waB seized by an officer of 
the C.S. Corwin on the 11th of May, ia'J5, 
in latitude 52 degrees 52 minutes 10 secondB 
north and .longitude 134 degrees 10 minutes 
58 seconds west, being a point within the 
prohibited waters of the Pacific ocean bb de 
fined in tho Behring Sea award act, 1894, 
for an alleged contravention of the act, suon 
contravention being the employment of the 
vessel in pursuing seals within the prosoribtd 
waters during tho period prohibited by law. 

" By force of the scheduled provisions of 
the Behring Sea award act, 1894, which un- 
der Boction 1 are to havo tho same effect as 
if enaoted by the aot, the pursuit of seals 
within the aforoeaid limit is prohibited, and 
by Bection 2 of section 1, if there is any con 
tra vent ion of the aot, any person commit 
ting, procuring, aiding or abetting Buoh con 
travontion is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
tho ship employed in such contravention and 
her equipment, and everything on board 
thereof, are liabh to forfeiture to Her 
Majosty, provided that tho court, without 
prejudice to any other power, may roleaoe 
the ship, equipmout or thing on payment of 
a fine not excoediog i'500. 

" At the timo of her seizure the Shelby 
waB fully manned and (quipped for killing, 
capturing and pursuing bouIb, and had on 
board implemontB and sealskins. 

" By section 1, bud section 6, of Seal 
Fishery (North America) aot, 189:5, which 
nctwaaia force at the timo of tho seizure, 
if, during prohibited times and in pro 
hibitcd waters, a British ship is found 
huvlng on board thereof fishing and shooting 
implements or sealskins, it shall lio on the 
owner or muster of such voaael to prove that 
the ahip waB not used or employed in con 
travontion of the aot. Tho acts of 1893 and 
1S94 being in pari materia are to bo read aB 
one act: MoWllllam v. Adams, 1 Macq., H 
L. Cas., 120. 

"The Sholby, thoroforo, having been 
found within prohibited waters with soalu 
and implements for taking them on board 
ia to be deemed to havo baon employed in 
contravention of tho act unless tho contrary 
be shown. 

" Has it then baon shown that tho ahip 
was nob uaed or employed in contravention 
of tho aot? Tho most important witnoaa to 
prove this, if such wore tho caao, would 
clearly have b:on Captain Claueson, 
the master, but ho was not callod, 
nor has tho failure to rill him 
baen satisfactorily accounted for. Tho 
only reason offerod for his abaenco iB 
that ho was away on a fishing expedition 
His evidence might hove been taken di 
bono esse, but no effort to proouro his evi- 
dence aonma to havo beon mado. Tho mate, 
August Keppon, waa called aa a witness, 
and atated that tho Sholby stoppod sealing 
on the 30th of April, when iho ship's leg 
shows tho vessel to havo boen in latitude 68 
degroeB 30 minutes north and longitude 139 
degrees 30 minutea west, and that sho then 
set sail for Viotorla. On tho 11th of May, 
after 10 or 11 doyB 1 Bailing, aho waa found 
by the Corwin in latitude 52 degrooa 
minutoa und 10 eeconda north, and longitude 
134 degrees 10 minutes and 58 soconds west, 
ft distance approximately of four hundred 
miles from tho point of starting, or loss than 
an average of forty mlloa a day. Tho propor 
oourso for tho ahip to have steered for Vlo 
torla was E.S.E. magnotio, bub it appears 
that frequently when tho conrso of tho wind 
aB indicated by tho log would havo per- 
mitted that course to bo made good the 
vessel waa nob headed in that direction 
For instanco, on tho 2od of May aho waB 
headed on a southerly courao ; on May 3 on 
& south by west ooureo, and on the 5 th of 
May on an oaib by north oourso, whereaB the 
wind on each of these days was favor- 



able to an east southeast oouree. Captain 
Moggridge atateB, from an examination of 
the log, that tho sohooner ought to have 
made a considerably greater distance on hsr 
ODuree during these cUy?, md >n vimv < f the 
(act, is HtutLd in evidence, tb»t ttv> 8«elby 
had a favorable ourrtmtof nearly >. Ito'bB un 
hour, lb ia clear that she ought to h*vn mado 
a much greater dUtanco. Th i Oo win, in 
ojuiiuy from tne bnuiii to tha.puiuD where 
sho picked up the Shelby, exp rienced 
strong head wlnda, which went favorable 
winds for the Shelbv, aod tho pievailing 
inda at that time < f ihu year, aa shown by 
the Coast Pilot, are westerly, uleofavorublu 10 
the E S.S. course to ho mado by the Sholby. 

"Tho Corwin seized the Shelby for oon- 
traventlon of the act, placed a crew on 
board her and ordered her to Sitka, a dis- 
tance of 200 miles, whioh she reached under 
sail in a little ovor two daya. At S'tka the 
Shelby waa ordered to Viatoria, a distance 
of about 800 miles, as shown by tho ohart, 
which place sho made, likewise under sail, 
in fourteen days. 

" Tho mate, when asked to explain why 
he went out of his course, particularly on 
the 2 ad, 3rd and 5th of May, ascribes the 
faot to defects in tho compasa, whioh ho Bays 
varies threo or four points, bub this etate- 
ment is shown by his own ovidonco to be an 
equivocation, and tho variation tohavehad no 
effeot whatever on thooourse actually made 
or intended to be mado, for whilst it ib true 
that tho compass varioB, and variea consid- 
erably, such variation ia regular, known 
precisely, and duly allowed for. Having 
oommittBd himself on his examination at the 
hearing to the variation of the compass rea- 
Bon, which he was compelled to admit on 
cross-examination waB no reason at all, ho 
was by permission of the court recalled a 
day or two after tho oviderca hud cloaod, 
and ho then ascribed the deviations from tho 
course to tho stuto of tho wind. 

"I find myself ontlroly unable to place 
any dopeudonoo on tho evidenco of tho mate, 
Reppon, and thiB loaves the doviutiouB from 
tho regular courso between tho lab to tho 
11th of May, and tho fact that 400 milea 
only was made in ten days, altogether unac- 
counted for. It is truo that Denny Florida, 
a huntor, August Sohone, the cook, and 
Victor Emanuel Laorquest, ono of tho sea- 
men, all testify, and 1 havo no doubt with 
truth, that no seals were taken during theso 
days, nor wore tho boats lowerod, but it 
appears also that none were eeen during 
those days. Their evidonoe loaves tho ques- 
tion of deviations from tho oourso untouohed 
and, in tho absence of evidence explaining 
it, the only reasonable conclusion ia that the 
deviations were occasioned by tho attempt 
to pursue seals. At all eventB it has not 
beon proved to my satisfaction that the 
veaaol waB not employed in tho pur- 
suit of aeala during thoao dates. In 
Reg. v. tho Minnie, 4 Exoh. 151, it waa held 
by CroaBO, J., that tho presence of the Bhip 
within prohibited waters required tho clear- 
est evidence of bona fides to exonerate tho 
master of any intontion to Infringe tho pro- 
visions of the a't, and that as his ex- 
planation of tho circumstances in 
thab oaae waa unsitistaotory the Bhip 
must ba condemned. This ruling ia, 

1 think, in thorough accord with eub aeo 
of see. 1, and I an bound to follow it. It 
applien exactly to thia case. Here t'te cap- 
tuln has offered no explanation at all, and 
the explanation of the circumBtancoB, bus- 
picioua in thomsehes, given by tho mate is 
unBtttiBlactory. The vessel, thoieiore, must 
be condemned. 

" I am Inclined to think thatthis is a cbbc, 
aB no actual taking of seals is Bhown, but 
negatived upon tho evidenco, whero a fino 
might meet tho jimtloo of tho case, instead 
of forfeiture. I Hi»ve power, under eub-eoo.

I will hoar oounsel up- 
on this po'iM' The costs of suit must follow 
tho condemnation."

DECORATIVE PART. 



now to Make a Plain Spindle Grillo For 
a Narrow Doorway — A Grille Made of 
Fishnet — A Colonial Grille Adapted to a 
Double Doorway. 

The designs for grilles are an unlimit- 
ed number, aud the materials from which 
tliey may be constructed ore also numer- 
ous, the most serviceable, however, bo- 
iug iron, brass, copper, wood of every 
kind, glass, fiber, netting, rope, wire 
and paper. Of these, moral and wood are 
best. 

A simple and neat spindle grillo for 
a narrow doorway is tbo plain spindle. 
Obtain two square sticks as long as the 
width of the doorway casing and two 
the desired height of the grillo, of pi2io

or whitewood seven-eighths of an inch 
square and planed on all four sides. 
Then obtain some long sticks one-half 
an inch square planed on all sides. 
Those may bo cut in lengths according 
to the desired height of the grille, and 
the ends made fast in the top and bot- 
tom rib of the framework. Then lay tlio 
two long sticks of the frame sido by side 
on tho top of a table, and with a rulo 
mark off oven spaces through tho mid- 
dle of eaeli stick 1 ] ., inches apart. 
When the spaces are all marked off, boro 
holes with a half inch bit, using each 
mark in the center of the stick for tho 
middle of a holo; then, with a light 
chisel having a sharp edge, cut tho holes 
square. The Ladies' Homo Journal, tho 
source of this information, gives an il- 
lustration in which 1 shows a section of 
the marked stick, 2 a hole and a square 
marked around it with lead pencil, and 
3 shows a holo cut square ; also ouo end 
of a spindle inserted in the frame piece. 

To make a fishnet grillo as suggested 
by the authority quoted make a frame- 
work df wood sticks three-quarters of 
an inch square to fit tho inside of the 
door casing and obtain some fishnet 
made of stout cord, with small meshes, 
and cut from it a piece to fit tho inside 
of the frame; then it should bo shel- 
lacked to stiffen it. When cutting the 
net, care should bo taken to have tho 
outside row of knots intact. Tho not is 
to be made fast to the franio with sta- 
ples driven through the knots, and so 
on into the wood as in 4, and should bo 
stretched taut to look well. Tho wood- 
work should bo finished to match tho 
color of the door and easing, and the not 
can be painted any color desired. The 
knots will look well if gilded. A stylish 
appearance may bo secured by painting 
the network a dead black hofore gilding 
the knots, or the net will look well if 
bronzed. 

The framework of tho colonial grilk 
is made of pine or whitewood stick. 1 - 
seven-eighths of an inch squaro, tho 




IN PROCESS OF MAKING, 
spindles to bo round, three-eighths or 
half an inch in diameter. Ordinary 
dowels are admirably adapted to this 
purpose and can be purchased from a 
cabinet maker. You may find them some- 
what rough, but by tho use of .sandpa- 
per a smooth surface may be obtained. 
Tho balls that are arranged on tho spin- 
dles and work out tbo elliptical design 
can be made by a wood turner, and 
should have a hide through them so 
they will fit over Iho spindles and be 
moved to any position. 



Turnips With Cream .Sauce. 

Pare and cut in slices enough turnips 
to fill an ordinary vegetable dish, boil 
for 30 minutes,? then drain through a 
colander before putting into a dish. 
Molt a tablespoonful of butter, being 
careful not to brown it. Add a table- 
spoonful of flour and mix until smooth; 
then add ono-half pint of equal parts 
sweet milk and croarn. Stir continually 
until it boils. Season with salt and pop- 
per. Pour over turnips and serve at once. 



Cold Loaf For Lunch. 

Place in a mold small irregular pieces 
of cold cooked meat and slices of cold 
hard boiled eggs. When tho mold is 
full, pour over all a cupful of well sea- 
soned, strong, savory stock, thick enough 
to jell when cold ; covor and bake in a 
gentle oven for half an hour. When 
quite cold and solid, turn out of mold 
and serve in thin slices. 



Fgc Cornmeal Itrcail. 

Two well beaten eggs, a cup of sweet 
milk, a teaspoon of salt, one-half toa- 
spoou of soda, a heaping cup of corn- 
meal; mix well; then add a cup of but- 
termilk, another cup of meal and a ta- 
blespoon of melted lard. Boat well and 
pour into a very hot greased shoot iron 
, pan and bako in a hot oven. 



MIXED SCHOOLS. 

To l'ns Editor I hope you will be ahle 
to find space to Insert in the Colonist h few 
words from me on the subject of Mixed 
Schools. 

An experience of teaohing in tho High and 
Publio schools of bull provinco extending 
over ten years has caused mo to form tho 
opinion that) not only does r>o evil result) 
from the association of tho sexea In one 
schoolroom, but that boys and girls aro mu- 
tually benefited by being thus thrown in 
oontacb. The boya, eapeoially, are benefited 
by tho training they receive in politeness 
and courtesy to their followpuplls of the 
other box, while the girls reosive an access 
of dignity and womanliness from tholr harm- 
leas association with well-mannered boys. 

If tho Bishop of Columbia hoar the testi- 
mony of toachoro who have Bpont many 
years amongst tho youth of Canada, he will 
be delighted to learn that his fears about the 
dangers of mixed schools aro groundless. A 
oompariaon of London, or oven Southamp- 
ton, with small Canadian oitlea would be 
misleading. In London without doubt, In 
Southampton probably, thero oxista a pau- 
per and oriminal class Bonding to tho public 
sohoola ohildron brought) up with vicious 
surroundings, and whose example would 
oortainly taint any aohool with immorality. 
Here, in Canada, we have no Buoh olass, 
and the Lord Bishop's Canadian friends 
maintain tho exiatonoo of the "hoodlum" 
element, I think it will bo found 
that the "hoodlums" of Viotorla are 
not altogether, or even principal- 
ly composed of publio school boys, 
oortainly they aro not represented in the 
High school. Lob tho Bishop of Columbia 
viaib the schools and soo for himself. He 
will then be In a position to judge whether 
my designation of tho boya as " well-man- 
nered " is an exaggeration or not. Lot him 
enquire, as I have done, of the othor toaoh- 
ors of our sohools, whether they approvo of 
mixed schoola,and, after having rocolved the 
eamo anBwera as I received, that they know 
of nothing bub good resulting from the 
asaooiation of tho sexea in tho schools, lob 
him consider whothor out' teatimony Is 
worthy of oredonoo, whether wo have or 
have not had opportunities of judging, and 
whether we have or have not tho intereata 
of our pupila at heart. 

I, for one, will yield to no one In anxiety 
for bhe welfare of the young people of Vio- 
torla, and if I saw that the aystom of mixed 
schools waB evil, I should certainly de- 
nounce it with all the power I have. Lob 
His Lordship ask tho inapeotora of cchools of 
this province for their opinion. I am Bure 
that, if they were to report that ib is an evil 
system, the Department of ^duoUion nor 
school boards of this province would recog- 
nize its " neoesslty," as Her Majesty's in 
spootora ara roportod to havo done, but 
would pluok lb up, root and branoh. 

In conclusion, I would respectfully beg 
His Lordship the Bishop of Columbia to 
vlBlb the aohools from time to time. He 
need not Joar that his visit would Interrupt 
our work. On the contrary, if the ciergy 
of Victoria and others intereated in educa- 
tion would visit tho schools and speak a few 
words of advice and encouragement to tho 
acholara, both teaohora and pupils would be 
stimulated to fresh exertion, and tho visi- 
tors themselves might find that they had 
been misled in their previous judgments.

Kuovr aril Have Seen of Super- 
intendent Hutchison. 



A Witness Who Would Steer Clear of 
Aldermen -Several Mistakes 
In the "Charges." 

Stauf.ing room only waB cbtainablo, >nd 
oven that was hard to find, in tho spaoo set 
opart for tho public in the city oouncil 
chamber, long before tbe aoting Mayor, 
Alderman Humphroy, callod his colleagues 
to order at 8:15 o'clock last evening. Tho 
boeTd of aldormon met, according to the 
resolution of tho previous meeting, as a 
eolect committeo, for tho purpose of hoaring 
on oath tho witneaaec in the matter of 
Electrical Superintendent Hutchison. All 
tho aldermen wore present. Tho laige 
audionco included all agea and classes of 
citizens. 

The Chairman announced that tho order 
of buBineBS would bo first to tako all the 
ovidenoo, without any spoechea — the alder 
men, howover, having the right to ask queB 
tlona through the chair. After tho ad- 
droaseB of the counsel — Mr. Belyoa for the 
Superintendent, and Mr. Mason for the 
Corporation — ho proposed to adjourn tho 
proceodinga until Monday ovening, whon 
tho report could oomo up at tho regular 
meeting of tho council. 

By requoat of tho City Solicitor Aid 
Bragg Bat bosldo him aa prompter — Mr 
Bolyoa and his client making with them a 
quartotto at a tablo bjlow tho Mayor's 
chair. 

THE ENGINEER. 

Thomas Carson, enginoor at the electric 
light works, was first called, and being duly 
sworn by tho Chairman was examined by 
Mr. Mason. He aaid he had been four 
years in tho corporation employ and had 
had seven or eight years' experience. Mr 
Hutchison is chief engineer. 

Mr. Mason— How long has ho boen ohief 
engineer 2 

Witness— From tho date of his appoint 
ment. (Laughter!) The witneBB identified 
his report reBpectiDg the attendance of Mr, 
Hutchison at tho station during tho three 
weeks covered by the roport, which ho had 
made by direction of tho electric light com 
mitteo. He atteatod tho correctness of hla 
stutementa line by lino ; and things wont 
smoothly until it was discovered by Mr. 
Belyea that there were two reports, nob 
quite the same. Witneaa explainod that 
the additional information in nno of them 
was kept on piocea of paper. He corrected 
the repoitby changing "a.m." In ono of tho 
hoadinga, to " p in , and declared that 
othorwiao it wni right. 

To Aid. B'ngg witneaa aaid he romom 
berod tho .lynamo running the Devonshire 
road oireuic naving boon out of repair — he 
thought tor about a month. It ought to 
have taken about a couple of doya to repair. 
He thought it waa at tho tramway r,r>ops 
during tho time ; ho know no roason why it 
was not immediately repaired. Tho Fort 
street armature beiDg out of ordor waB taken 
from the station to Langley streot. It was 
perhaps four or five days out of the station 
The throo months previous to October wore 
about tho Bamo as tho period ho had re- 
ported on, with respeot to Mr. Hutchison's 
attendance. 

To Aid. Wilson witneBB aaid he did not 
know whother the materiala for repairing 
the armaturea could bo got in the city. 

To Aid, Maomillaa witness was tob pro 
pared to stato whether or not ho could wind 
an armttturo— if it was pub beforo him prob 
ably ho could. (Laughter.) He might do 
ib if the proper faoililieB were there. The 
commutator was short-circuited. 

Aid. Macmillun — "If you uakod an appli- 
cant for the position of running your engine, 
whether ho know how to do it, and he aaid 
ho guosaod he could, would you give him tho 
job?" 

Witne8B— (emphatically)— " No ; I would 
not " (Laugntet). 

Mr. Bolyear thon cross-examined the wit 
neBa : " Toll ub what you known about elec 
tricity?" 

Witness — " I would like something more 
definite ; that covers a groat deal." 

Mr. Belyea — " Thon you know a great 
deal !" 

Witnoss — " Woll, I know allttio." 

Mr. Belyea — "How little, thon?" 

Witness — " Woll, coneidurablo." He harl 
been in charge a considerable time and had 
been throo yours cn Langley atreot. He did 
not there wind armaturos, but repaired 
ordinary broakugoa, connections, soldering 
and the like. Tharo ia no placo at tho city 
lighting station for repairing dynamos or no 
set of tools, and a complote job cannob b 
dono without Bonding the parb to the 
machino ahop. On tho 7th of October whon 
the Fort Btreot armaturo broko the auperin- 
teudent was abeont as far as witneaa saw, 
but he oould como into and go out of his 
oilico without being soon by witness 
Ho had ve vor loarnod who was in ohart e 
when Mr. [Ru chlaDn was not thero. Hin 
own hours wore only whon tho lights are 
burnin?, and about an hour beforo and after. 
Mr. Hutchltoo appeared to bo requlroo 
only onoe duriDg tho month when ho woa 
not thero, and chat was on tho 7th, when 
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tho accidenb occurred ; hs oould not, how- 
ever, have repaired thej armature tho same 
nlghc, and the work wr.p. done oexi day, 
witness did not know by whom. Whon he 
made tho statement in his report that ho 
left a noto asking "tor oil, in <>he tuperin- 
tendent's office tho - _ > Gth, aud ib wbb atill 
thero on the 2S n, ho kuow that tho inter- 
vening day wu i Sanday. Ho had mot Mr. 
Hutchison on tho atreet on Saturday at 4 
p.m. and tol'i h/im about leaving tho note at 
4 a.m., aaying ab the uitne time that he had 
enough oil to do until Monday. A barrel 
came on Monday, but it waa from San Fran- 
cieco. There waa another order wait- 
ing at , Mr. Hutchison's door from 
the ror jman of the lamp trimmers. 

Mr. Belyea — "You were at the Langloy 
Etreet station. You lefb there rather un- 
cersiuonioualy, did ynu not?" 

Witnees — "Not quite so." 

Mr. 'Bolyea— " Hava you had any diffi- 
culty with Mr, Hutchison at the eleotrio 
light station ? " 

Wltneta— " No." 

Mr. Bolyea — " Were you not suspended 
for Coodiug tho boilers ?" 

WitneBS — "Nob for flooding the boilers, 
but for being the cause, as was said, of the 
boilers being flooded — an entirely incorreob 
statement." 

To Aid. Macmillan, witnoaa said that 
when ho mado tho roport about the order 
for tho oil being under Mr. Hutchison's door 
from tho 2Gth to tho 'J8;h, ho did not moan 
to mislead, but muBt have overlooked men- 
bioning tho fact that he mob tho superin- 
tendent on tho atroot on tho 2b'bh, 

To Aid. Wilson witneaa declared that 
ab the time of tho Crab ahipment of ooal to 
tho electric light atation he had received no 
instructions from Mr. Hutchlapn about re- 
pairing a hole In tho wharf noar tho ombank- 
mont ; and had ho nob dono so on tho order 
of Aid. Wilson tho coal would have slid into 
the water. 

I'll K POLICEMEN. 

Constable William ClayardB waB next 
called and sworn, stating to Mr. Mason that 
ho had boon eight months on the force. In 
obodionoo to ordora ho commenced on Ooto- 
bor 15 to keep a watch on Mr. Hutchlaon, In 
conjunction with Constable Anderson, who 
wrote the joint reports they had both sign- 
ed. Each roporb waa written out on tho 
ovening of the day mentioned, and is truo in 
ovory particular. 

To Mr. Belyea witneBB aaid he gob his in- 
struction from Aoting Chief Walker, and 
talked to no ono else about hie reports be- 
fore ho made that of tho 26th Ootobor. 

Mr. Bolyea — "That Ib the day, you know, 
your imagination got away with you." 
(Liughter. ) 

Witneaa — "That's in your opinion, air." 
(Renewed laughter.) 

Mr. Belyea — "About your roport, where 
you auy you had auaplcion that certain wire 
belonged to Cunningham & Hinton, what 
causod you to think that'.?" 

Witnoaa replied that itjwaa when ho saw 
the wire being pub into a private ware- 
houao ; ho thought that would bo atrange if 
it were city properly. He thought ho waa 
justified in mentioning hla suspicions be- 
cauBO the report waa a strictly confidential 
one to hla chief.' He mentioned Cunning- 
ham & Hinton's name becauae he mw Mr. 
Hutchison coming out of their office ao olten. 
If ho had boen employed longer on the oaae 
ho would have made it hla buainesa to find 
out who owned tho wire. 

Mr. Belyea — " Why did you depart in 
thia single inatanco from the plain state- 
ment, of what you aaw him do ?" 

Witness — " I can't answor tho question." 

Aid. Macmillan — " You were nob aonb to 
watch Cunningham & Hinton. Do you 
think you had tho righb to oaab auspiclon on 
reapeotable business men whon not sent to 
watch them ?" 

WitnoBa — " Yea, while on thia case." 

Aid. Macmillan— " On any citizen ?" 

Witnoss — " JSot at all, air." 

Aid. Macmillan — " Your right was con- 
fined to Cunningham & Hinton only 1" 

WitnoBa — "Yos." (Laughter.) 

Constable William Alexander Anderaon, 
for three months in the city's omploy, cor- 
roborated oflioer Cloyarda' evidence with 
respect to tho method of making up the re- 
ports. Ho didn't hldo on tho Gorgo road, 
bo said, bub "just gob behind tho bush." 
(Laughtor ) To Aid. Macmillan witness 
said that he did nob remember writing in 
tie roport that ono night he was tired whon 
he quit watching Hutchison, having lost 
him In tho (Urknes, " but if you find it 
there it's all true." (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) He couldn't Bay V7hether Hubchi 
aon a'so might not bj expected to bo tired. 
" I waa watohlng him, you know, for about 
three and r half hours beforo he got up." 
(Laughtor. ) He could nob say whothor or 
nob Hutchison was properly employed when 
ho saw him — that waB not in his ordorB 
(laughter), which cimply were to keep

THE DYNAMO TENDER 

John Roberta, dynamo tender ab the oity 
electric Ughb works, and In the employ of 
the city siaae 1880, said he took his ordora 
from Mr. Hutohiaon ; the attondoncB of the 
latter was, he bolieved, as stated in tho ro- 
port mode by engineer Carson. Mr. Hutoh- 
ison'6 office is above tho storeroom, and the 
dynamo room baing nearly always open that 
would bo the way ho wtuld naturally come 
in. He did not know of any instance, dur- 
ing October or any other month, when tho 
Buporintendonb -ippoared to be required but 
was not thero. The former superintendent, 
Mr. MoMicklng, used to repair the arma- 
tures at the old works on Yatcl street, 
whero tho tools and appliancos atill aro. Ho 
thought that Mr. MoMloking would have in 
ono day repaired the Dovonahlre road cur- 
ouit armature, which Mr. Hutohiaon al- 
lowed to lie on tho floor for five or six weeks. 
The Fort atreeb oirouit commutator might 
have boen repaired in the Langley street 
station on Mr. Hutchiaon'a lathe, bub It was 
aonb to Spratb & Gray's. On cross-examin- 
ation, ho would nob say positivoly that it 
oould bo dono on Langloy stroot. WitnoBB 
felt quito compotent 10 do all tho needed 
ropairs hlmsolf If ho had instructions to 
do so. 

Constable Thomas Kavanaugh, two years 
a city polico officer, aaid ho hud beon ap- 
pointed by the Chief to mako a roport on 
Mr. Hutohiaon, und did so, on tho 25th of 
Octobor ; this report ho identified. He waB 
on watch for two daye, bub nover Baw tho 
man. (Laughtor.) 

Mr. Bolyea — You had a aofb anap ; I 
guesa we'll paes you, (Applause. ) 

THE LAMP TRIMMERS, 

Andrew GlbBon, foroman lamp trimmer 
and repairer, having been buay with Km own 
buainesa had not looked after the superin- 
tendent. (Laughter,) Ho simply did his 
own work, and paid no attention to tho 
council or tho superintendent either. 
(Laughter.) 

To Mr. Belyea witness said Mr. Hutchi- 
son rode round with him three or four times 
and told him to tako charge of the lamps. 
He had not told Aid. Bragg that he had 
never seen tho euporintendenb when at work 
— that was nob what tho Alderman asked 
him. He wao asked whothor he had seen 
the superintendent working at his end of 
tho line— which is out in tho outaklrt8 and 
in tho cow paaturea. (Laughter.) He had 
not aaid, as stated in Aid. Bragg'a roport, 
that ho had novor aeon Mr. Hutchison while 
on duty, either at the station or on tho line. 
He could not aay such a thing, for it would 
not be true. 

Queationed by Aid. Bragg, tho witneaa 
had some hesitation in stating whab the 
lamp trimmers do first thing in the morn- 
ing, but tho firab duty ho required them to 
do waa to turn up at the station about oight 
o'clock. He dldu'c glvo them any particular 
inatructiona ; he juab told them to got a 
sack of carbons aud got oub. (Laughtor.) 
Ho kopt no chook of tho oarb jns, because 
tho men oould not eat them — (laughter)— or 
mako away with them in any way but put- 
ting thorn in tho lamps. 

Aid. Brcgg— " Didn't you try to ovado 
mo whon I first questioned you on this 
businoBB !" 

WitneBB—" You're righb bhero. I didn't 
want to bo mixed up in tho council buaineBP. 
I did wanb to got away from you." (Great 
laughter, ) 

To Aid. Wilson witness 8aid thoy had 
nover run out of oarbona whon In tho old 
station ; but in tho now they had onoe or 
twice to make shifts by uaing a different Biza 
of carbon. He remembered the night the 
pole waB afiro on Store street ; he did nob 
know that they were hunting all round to 
find tho euporintendenb and could not — "I 
know a pollcoman found me, and I fi~ed ib." 
(Applause. ) 

Henry Jewell, lampltrimmer for the past 
three montba, had nover mob tho superin- 
tendent ub the Btation whon ho wont thero 
at 8 In the morning, but whon reporting ut 
4 in tho aftornoon had Been him three or 
four timea. 'The carbons aro kepb io a box 
in tho storehouse ; thero ia no chook on the 
number taken out, but ho know of nothing 
that could be dono with them except put 
thorn in tho lampa. Tho superintendent 
had told him in a gonerul way who-o bis 
circuit would bo. Ha had a low times, per- 
haps two or throo, perhaps more, mob tho 
superintendent on his circuit, but thab is 
largely on the outskirts of tho oity. Ho 
had on ono occasion gob Instructions from 
tho superintendent. 

To Mr. Belyea wltnesa said ho could not 
havo mud» to any person such a Btatoment 
as that ho had nover aeon the superintendent 
on duty at any timo. His " boeB " Ib Mr. 
Gibson ; ho has nothing directly to do with 
the superintendent. 

Walter John Wrigloaworth, lamp-rrimmor 
for about fiftoon months, had aoveral timos 
— oight, ton or a dozen — seen tho superin- 
tendent on hia oircuib, einco last July ; and 
uaod to meet him nearly ovory day at bhe 
station about two o'olock. 

Fred. Widdowaon, lamp-trimmer sin 
tho first of July, had often — every othor 
day, probably — mob the superintendent ab 
tho atation botweon four and fivo o'clook in 
the aftornoon and Mr. Hutchison lud alt 
boen out with him on duty throo blmea. 

Melovon o'olock bhocommittooadjourned, 
to meet again at 8 p. m. oa Tuesday night,
